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NARRATIVE 



An appropriation of 5^7,500.00 was made for the use of the 
State Veterinarian in matching Federal indemnity payments under the 
Voluntary Bang's Disease program* 

These payments are made under a voluntary agreement between 
the board (Live Stock Sanitary Board) and the owner of affected 
dmiry cattle* A total of |5, 87 6, 55 was expended during the Mscal 
year 1959-40 and i»l, 623. 45 reverted id the 0«iieral Fund* 

Upon the condemnation of an animal the State Veterinarian 
makes an appraisal. The animal although diseased has a certain sal- 
vage value and is slaughtered and sold. The owner receives the sal- 
vage value direct from the purchaser and in addition, receives two 
thirds of the difference between the appraised value and the salvage 
value. One half of the two thirds is paid the ownejr by the Federal 
Govemaient and one half is paid by the State. The remaining one third 
is absorbed by the owner.
